They are easily naturalized in almost any soil. Plant them about three 
inches deep and leave them alone. They are especially happy under de- 
ciduous trees, in the rock garden, or in rough, gritty soils.

The foliage, however, appears early in the spring about the same time the 
Tulips and Hyacinths are in bloom and disappears in June. They are espe- 
cially recommended for planting between the taller growing rock plants 
such as Cerastium, Vinca, Pachysandra, and the various Sedums, where 
their bold, checkered Crocus-like blossoms are seen to the best advantage. 
Blooming in September and October when flowers in the rockery are scarce, 
they are especially valuable. They may also be planted in the open woods 
or in naturalistic plantings of any sort. The bulbs, if kept indoors, will 
bloom during September and October in the window without any earth or 
water and after blooming, the bulbs may be planted in early November 
outdoors, and will not suffer in the least.

One to many on a stem, wonderfully marked with eyes and dots, and 
pencilings in rich colors, are characteristics. ‘“Mariposa” is simply the Spanish word for butterfly, and 
is applied to these Tulips because the eyes and markings are so like those on a butterfly’s wings.

They have from one to two dozen gen- 
erally pendulous, fire-cracker-like flowers, three-quarters to one inch in 
length on stems six to nine inches and bloom from late November to Feb- 
ruary, depending on the time of planting and the temperature in which 
they are grown. 

Cultural directions: Same as Freesias. May be had in bloom at Christmas. 
Bulbs multiply freely and may be used from year to year.

Muscari are charming spring-flowering subjects. They can grow under 
trees and shrubs and also do well in full sun in the border or at a sunny 
spot of the rockery, without any special attention. They are best planted 
immediately on receipt and can remain undisturbed for years. They are 
absolutely hardy and some varieties are delicately fragrant. Botryoides, 
Azureum and Armeniacum_ are beautiful when forced in the house, same 
culture as Freesias; while Plumosum is always a source of great interest. 
All are about five inches high. Owing to war, Botryoides and Azureum not 
available this year. 


Armeniacum (Heavenly Blue) Doz. $1.20, 100 $8.00, 1000 $70.00 
Deep cobalt-b'ue flowers, producing many spikes with large flowers. 
Wonderfully fragrant. While there are several kinds of Muscari, we 
consider this variety the best for mass planting. Their flowers open 
just about the time that the Crocuses are going.

The flowers are produced on umbels of 6 to 24 blooms 
on stiff stems about 1 foot high. They remain in bloom for many weeks 
and the bulbs may be used over and over again. In southern gardens they 
are easily grown outdoors with little or no protection or much care.

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FALL PLANTING OF ROSES 


We recommend fall planting wherever this is possible. We supply 
plants fresh from the fie!ds. This, however, should be done late in 
the autumn after the plants have become well ripened, usually the 
latter part of October or early in November. You need not hesitate 
to plant late, even if you are located where there is danger of the 
ground freezing before the plants reach you. Prepare your beds 
and cover them with a few inches of loose litter which will enable 
you to plant with perfect safety even after freezing weather sets in. 


WINTER PROTECTION: We have found the most satisfactory 
method of covering is to draw up a mound of soil, from four to six 
inches high, around the base of the plant, thus giving the eyes at 
the base of the plant the desired protection. Next cover the entire 
bed, after the ground begins to freeze, with any loose material, 
such as strawy manure or leaves. The idea is to keep the ground 
from freezing too deeply as well as to prevent the alternate freez- 
ing and thawing of the soil which is injurious to all plants. 

In more severe climates, a heavy covering should be provided. 
Care and judgment must be used in the removal of the winter cov- 
ering. Leaving the plants covered too long in spring may cause 
just as serious loss as removing it too early. It is usually safe to 
uncover about the first of April, though in unusually late seasons it 
may be desirable to let the covering remain until the middle of 
that month. 


Different varieties of Roses possess different degrees of hardi- 
ness. Therefore, cover your plants thoroughly so that the least 
hardy one is adequately protected. Also remember that newly 
transplanted Roses require heavier protection than those already 
established. 


In very cold parts of the country Climbing Roses should be de- 
tached from their support, laid flat on the ground and covered with 
straw or soil.

My interest was early given to the development of 
better hardy climbing Roses. In 1892 | obtained the 
first hybrid with the Rosa Wichuraiana of Japan, thus 
beginning the modern strain of large-flowered hardy 
climbing Roses. In 1897 | exhibited 14 new varieties 
at the first show held by the American Rose Society in 
the famous Eden Museé of New York City. These 
were seen and admired by many rosarians, with the 
result that many similar hybrids were made. 

The continuous inbreeding in the attempt to get 
larger size and brighter color into the Wichuraiana 
strain weakened it to the point where most of the va- 
rieties failed in winter hardiness. Naturally there re- 
sulted a demand for hardier and more sturdy Roses in 
varieties which would not require pampering but 
which, with reasonable care, would live through most 
winters without loss. 

Responding to this need, my new Rose originations 
cover the full range of colors, and many of these new 
climbing Roses have flowers as large and fine as any 
existing Hybrid Tea. Further, as Dooryard or Hedge 
Roses there has resulted a form and shape of plant 
not hitherto seen. See Mabelle Stearns, page 57. 
These results were accomplished through painstaking 
and eventually successful experiments in the intro- 
duction of other species strains not previously used. 

| am working still further to augment these qual- 


ities so that Roses may be wintered over successfully 
even in the far North.

In those of a heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the subsoil and compost of 
two parts loam and one of equal proportions of decayed manure and sand. The plants are best grown in groups of 
three or six. Allow a distance of at least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in autumn or 
early spring. Remove that part of the stem containing the faded flowers, leaving the lower part of the stem contain- 
ing the foliage and on no account allow seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be expected later on.

In the fall weather and soil conditions, 
as a rule, are better than in the early spring. Here is a good 
suggestion: 

Plant Alpine and Herbaceous Plants from September Ist to 
November Ist. Roses from October 15th to December Ist. 
Peonies, German and Japanese Iris from September Ist to frost. 
Oriental Poppies from August 15th to October 15th. Spring 
flowering bulbs from October Ist until ground is frozen hard. 

It is our practice to ship no plants or bulbs except at the 
season when they will give best results. 

Every order in the autumn is carefully examined, material and 
location carefully considered, and shipment is made only of such 
material as can be transplanted in that part of the country at 
that particular time, the balance is carried over by us and sent 
to you in the spring. This work of examining is not left to 
employees; it is done by a responsible official of the company. 
It is part of our service to our customers.
